the ſame Purpoſes, to and for ſuch and the ſame Eſtates, and ſubje& to 
fuch and the ſame Wills, Powers, Proviſoes, Limitations, and Remainders, 
Truſts, Charges, and Incumbrances, as he, ſhe, or they reſpectively would 
have ſtood ſeiſed of and in the ſaid ſeveral Lands and Grounds lying in 
the ſaid Common Fields, Common Paſtures, Common Meadows, Common 
Grounds, Lot Grounds, and Waſte Ground, ſo intended to be incloſed, as
